This jipttanlic amf Rrand inovcnient does not a)>pear at all on the 
surface—at !ca^t not at first claiwc to the casual observer. 

(hie wlhi docs not look for Soialists would lardly liclievc 
that—acconlint; to the res';'*s of the iminici)al elections all over the 
empire and the elections in Sa.\ony and Uaden this year — over a 
third (or nearly one-half) of tile entire adult population in Gernuny 
arc in favor of a (arty aiming at the complete overthrow of the (ircs- 
eiit iHilitical and economic conditions, 

♦ • * 

However, the partv is there all right. .Viid its organization, on 
loth the tMiIitical and the economic fiehls, is the iiKi.-t (lerfect and 
snusolhest running of it' kind in the world. 

Thirty years ago the mere idea tlat the Social-LVinticrats of Ger¬ 
many would count over (xio.coo mm enrolled in the (ariv. and 3lmo-.t 
2.000.000 in their trade.s unions, would have staggered the imagiia- 
fioii of a llismarck. and would have Ikcu deemed incredible even by 
some of the .'Nwialist leaders of Gennany. However, lixlay the S<j- 
cial-Ueinocracv of Germanv.has these. 

* » * 

Nor is this all. The growth of the press, Ixdh the (xililical and 
the Irailcs union press, is wonderful to behold. Every city of anv size 
has a Socialist claily. Every trades union las its national organ and 
some have lixal papers besides. The co-ojK-rativc movement has 

grown to such dimensions that the store-keepers and traders are cry¬ 
ing for special legislation. Tlic palaces which the trades unions have 
built—Gewerkschafts-Haeuser—not only in cities like Uerlin and Ham¬ 
burg. but also in much smaller towns arc simply amazing. 

-And most astonishing is the matter-of-fact fashion in which tlicsc 
things arc regardetl, not only by the average Gcnnan working men, 
but also by the leaders. They all continue in the even, plodding ten¬ 
or of their way, and seem to lie surjiriscd tlat ant man womlers at 
their accomplishment. They seem to think that it had to come as 
it came. They do not at all boast of their achievements. 

* • • 

Truly a great jictiplc are these Germans. .And worthy of them 
are tlieir leaders. 

Tlicsc leaders arc not the brilliant men or the great geniuses one 
would expect to find. They all seem to lave a fine common school 
education, far better than the average lalior leaders in our coitntry. 
And men like .August liebel, Karl Kautsky, Ivdtard Bernstein, Franz 
Jlehring and even Karl laigicn of the trades union inovement, and 
some otliers, arc undoubtedly men of rare genius, besides being 
scholars. 

The persotalily of .August Bcbel is wonderful in its magnetism 
and simple grandeur. Kautsky, Bernstein and many of the oth¬ 
ers typify the German talent for thorough research and diligent study 
whicii in a similar field las made the German universities the great¬ 
est institutions for learning in the world. And tlic editors of their 
dailv japers usually have the title of Dr. Iieforc Lieir names. 

• • • 

However, it is not merely the (x-rsonniJ of the general leadership 
tlat has accomplished these great results—or at least not that alone. 

It is tlat renurk-able sense of duty — “I’flichtsgefuehl'’—in Ger¬ 
man—peculiar to the Teuton race, which works miracles when com¬ 
bined with awakened class-consciousness and Socialist solidarity. 

* • • 

1 watched with sheer astonislimcnt the efficient way in which the 
minor officials of the trades unions as well as of the political party 
conduct their business—although all of these men graduated only from 
the shop or the factory. • 

.Aiul I was gratified everywhere to observe the very conscientious 
manner in which every man did his work—no "cliair-warming.” no time 
killing, no attempt to shirk, everything went like clock work. 

Truly the movement in Germany owes a very large share of its 
success to this tremendous and very numerous corps of subaltern offi¬ 
cers. who'carry out to the iota the suggestion.s and orders of the party, 
of the trades unions or of their leaders, with infinite patience and pains¬ 
taking detail. 

We have no such army in .America — although I noticed some¬ 
thing similar in .Austria. 

• • * 

Great and marvelous as is this Socialist movement in the old 
‘'Fatherland,” yet it is ciily fair to say that in some degree it owes at 
feast its unheard-of growth at the polls to the prevailing conditions in 
Germany. , 

In the first place, militarism is rampant in Germany, probably 
more so than in any other European country. 

Tlie motto of the ruling class there is: “If you want peace you 
must be armed for war." This leads to incessantly increasing arm- 
tments. and it also creates tho distrust of the other nations. 

' • • • 

The ruling classes in (jermany follow this policy, first, because 
they profit by it. 

The sons of the nobility serve as officers in the army and luvy. 
and the continual armaments help to enrich some manufacturers and 
contractors. 

Besides, the emperor, the nobility and the capitalist c1a>.s depeml 
oo the army to maintain their class rule at home. 

But these armaments are exceedingly costly. Tlic Gcrnan Em¬ 
pire is continually on the verge of bankruptcy. 

The imperial debt requires for interest alone over $36,000,000 
annnally and over three-quarters of this interest is paid upon tiebts in¬ 
curred for the army and navv. 

• • * 

.And what is worse, the ruling class of Gennany has hitherto pur¬ 
sued the easy method of getting the great bulk of the necessary fund.s 
by indirect taxation—that is, by putting duties, taxes and customs on 
the neces.saries of life. 

In Germany "protection” is abna-t as rampant as in the I'niletl 
States. 

• • • 

Tlic nobility especially, which owns a great .share of tlie land, de- 
fivc.s its chief revenue from agricultural products, ha-S so far .suc¬ 
ceeded in forcing upon the empire a policy of taxing and excluding 
foreign imports of grain, flour, meat and other foodstuffs. 

This policy of protection of “home prot.tfls" has resulted in an 
unprecedented rise in the cost of food, especially of meat. 

•And this means not only dear food, but increasingly dtarer food 
because the population of Germany increa.ses annually by about one 
mtllion. aiul the production of food within the empire cannot keep pace 
with if. 

'Tlie agrarian class, that is, mainly the nubility, reaps the gigantic 
profits. But the jiieccs of meat orf the tables of the German work¬ 
men and of tbc lower middle class, and even the lower officials, grow 
smaller and smaller from year to year. 

• • • ' 

.And not only meat, but also bread, butler, eggs and, above all, 
milk, lave risen correspondingly in iwice. 

In thirty years the indirect taxation in Germany has trebled. 
And during the last ten years the cost of living in Germany faa.< 
douUcd. 

* • • 

Agaim'., this the SodaFDemocmcy of Germany las simply ruspl 
tbc war cry: “Abolish indirect taxes and abotish especially all taze; 


on food!'' This was the main is'iic of the German eialTVi locracy 
in all election campaigns of recent icar-. 

■ • « 

Tlic tieniian Social Dcniocracv went so far as to Kocotl certain 
g'x.Kls on which there i- a tax, in order to diminish the revenue of the 
state friHit that source. 

Thus, for iiistaiicr. there is a general aud ah-ohitc Ixiycott iu 
Germany utHiii whiskey. Iiratidv ami liquors of allkimi-, 

'Thus tlic party iiilciuls to jiit the sssteiti of indoeei taxation — 
moreover, to (imiish the nobility which derives a gieal |iart‘of its in¬ 
come fro"; the mamifactiire of “Schnaps"—and last, hi:! not least, to 
promote the cause of tcmperaiwc and iiu|irovc the J>li\-ieal nuiditiiin 
of the working class. 

This is a rejictition of the Boston l«weotl of te; f i.pi years .ago 
—onlv it is a boycott on "ceihl tea,” for which the !“■ ti iiian 
<la> would hardly have stood. 

• • • 

Besiiles. the lieniiaii So<Mal-Uein>>crats arc anti si.arehieal.Tliev 
are rvpiililicans and make no secret of it. 

They oppose militarism. They are latriots in the light sense. 

They sav that eivilized nations should lie rivals, ii.q in the build¬ 
ing up of great armies aud fleets, btit iu works of l i ac and civiliza¬ 
tion. 

Thev say: This earth is large atui rich enough to make happiness 
am! weltcrc ixissihle for all men. .All that is iieccssarv is to e-ialilish 
all nations oii a fixiting of |K-aceful civilization and i iihtiie. 


.As for taxes, the Gcnnan Six'ial-Democrats want Iheni .0 lie mi- 
fesed oil those who can bear Iheiii most easily. The p.niiv demands 
the intriMluction of a (irogrcssive income tax on all whose incomes 
are over St.250, which in Gcniianv would (iracticallv i setmle the en¬ 
tire working class. .And al-s) a Jirogrcssive uroiieri. ta.x 011 all wlio 
(Kissess Stg.3<xi. 

•All other demands are similar iu tiature aud, like i!k'c. are very 
ap'. to apiieal to the masses of the German t>eoplc—uni e>uly to party 
tncti atid not only to the jiroletariaus. 

« • • 

Of course, the Germau Social-Democracy doe* 1 q for one mo- 
tnent hide tile fact that it is a rrvohitioiiarv party;—that when the 
time comes and circunistanccs twrmit, it will bring aUnit an abso¬ 
lute change iu the political and ecomqiiic coiiditioii oi the empire. 

However, the main stress iu all elections is lai'l iqion the quc.s- 
tions of the day—upon purely iiiiiitieipal issues in in ^u.apal eieetions, 
ami n|>oit the issues iiieiilioued ufroir in milloiiul aiwl pioviiuial elec¬ 
tions. ^ 

-A larly, such as some of OHZ ini|xss.iliifists dream of, would 1 k‘ 
considered a stuiiid nightmare even h> the nibsfi iradi'Mt Social Demo¬ 
crat of Germany.

1 mav sav that the (jcrman Social - Democracy ean practically 
leant nothing from the jartv in our comitry. E.xcviit. that some 
of our so-called .Marxists might serve as a horrible- iKimipIc of how 
Marxism, wliicli is a living force, can be distortetl in *e>uie diseased 
minds. 

I'urtlHTmore. tfei- trades unions <if (lermanv cm learn nothing 
from our trades unions. Except that they could leatii how not to do 
things. This is. in case the Gcnnan tra<lc.s nnions were iuclinetl to 
change their policy—of which, by tbc way, there is iidl the slightest 
danger, in spite of ('kmiiiers.

HE Expansion of Capi¬ 
talism.—Capitalism ex¬ 
pands. not only by the 
accumulation of capi¬ 
tal in those ind-.istries 
and those countries in which the 
capitalist sv,tcm already prevails, 
hut also by'llie extension of the sv s- 
tcni to other indu-trics and to other-] 
countries. 

Capitalism in its mature form 
first appeared in tlie cotton and 
vs-oolen manufacture in England. 
Rgl the nse oi machinery in tho»r 
industries created a large demand 
for machinery and for coal. Coal 
mining, iron nfin-np, and Ihc maV- 
Ing of machintr)' "erf forced into 
the same -course of devtlcmn^il. 
Increased production of macTtiherj- 
and coal facilitated tlie inttv'docti*'n 
of similar methods into the maaiH 
facture of other textiles, othcf^m^l 
goods and many other canuw^lm. 
Part of the surplns-yafeie de riv^ 
frocn industries -already capilafflNils| 
was all the time heit*(|-'invested 
(atoer directly by, its ovsners, or 


oftener througti loans from the 
banks in which ca* 'lalists kcfit their 
money) in c*tabl<*i’ni(; capilaiist en- 
Icrijri.ses in imhtsirics. As 

soon as capital was turned to any 
indujitry and stimilaied the inven¬ 
tion of macbiiior* tor conductiiit; H.

man s)>end.s more money on drink m one day titan a laUirer earns in a 
week, yet willtal is aecoimle<l a steady man. I have seen a journalist, 
and one veri severe nixm the vices of the iKx>r. tlriiik worth of 
wlijs'icy amr soda in an evening, and ilo his work correctly. 1 have 
kiKiwn a sailor to .sit up all night pkaying at cards, and constimc aiiout 
a pint of rum and a gallon of stout in the proce-s, and then go cait in 
the morning and score nine consecutive Imir.s-eyes at Jtxi yards, lint 
the average iss.r laborer of the slums woiihl lie m.ad on a quarter of the 
liquor. Why? 

There arc three priiici)>al reasons: t. The laborer is often in .a 
low state of health. J. rite luUircr doisi not drink with any caution 
or iiietlmd. .t. The laltorcr dtH-s not get piirc lit|iior. 

■Vow I must in justice say for the jKmr that they ha\c great e.veiisc 
for drinking, and that they are often blamed for being drunk when 
lhc\ arc simple iwisoncd. 

nninkriiiiess is a disease. It is just as much a ilisca.se as typhoid 
fever or cholera, .and often arises from very sinillar causes, .‘kuv im di- 
cal man will tell you that the craving for alcoholic .stiimihmts is fre- 
i|ueiitlv found aniong'l men whose nervous system is low. 

Hut theic are. I think, llirce chief causes of drtmkcimcss. .\ man 
inav crave .or drink wliiai his sc stem is out of order. .-Xnd this may 
result, and generally dcH-- re-still, from overwork, from w'orrvy from 
dtillne-ss of life, inducing depre-ssion. from lack of rest, or from living 
or working amid iniliealthy stirraundings. Me-nce yon wall find many 
Iirofcsstonal men give way to ilriiik fnaii sheer menial ovcr-siraiii. and 
volt yvill find many dwellers in the slums give way to drink from loss of 
sleep, from ovenvork, from ill-hcalth tir from the cffe-cts of find air. 

()r a man mas heroine a drunkard fmm the liahit of taking drink. 
IXaithtlcss there are manv thousands of men yeorking in the c<jal mines, 
or iron works, or as cial dischargers, or as w<kiI staplers, or masons, or 
chemical laborers, who from the intense heal, or severe exertion, lir 
choking dust. aiiK.iigst which they lalxir. are coiti|)cll«I to drink freely, 
and so acquire the morbid taste for li(|iK>r. 

(h a man niav lead a dull and cheerless life, ami live amid .squalid 
and gloomy surroundings, and so may contract the habit of going to 
the inthlic-house for comitany and change and for excitement, and so 
may acquire the habit of drinking hv tliose mean'. 

C)r a man may have inherited the disease from drunken parents; 
parents who. acquired it from one of the causes alxive named. 

Said the noble leader, l-'ranccs WilLird: 

For myself, Iwcnty-sme years of stuily am] ohscrvalioii has eonvinced 
nic that poverty i» the prime eause of tnteinpcraiicc. 

Now. Mr. Smith, yon know that many t)f the |)0or work at im- 
hcaltliy trades and live in unhealihv |ilaces; and yon knoyv that they 
work too hard and too long, and that their lives are dull and anxinns, 
and I ask you Ls it siiriirising that siieli |>uoplc take to drink? More¬ 
over, tlvose purists who bear so liardlv tiium the workers for this fault, 
have seldom a word to say against the men who drhv them to drntJh. 
Itut the real cul)>rits, the |H-oplc actually respinsihlc fiir nearly all the 
drunkenness of the poorr arc the grasping employers, the ]H)liuters of 
the rivers and the air. the jerry-huilders. llie slum-lords, and tlie detest¬ 
able knaves who gniw rich by the sale of ixilsoneil and adulterated 
liquor. 

Clive the iiCoplc healthy iKimcs, human lives, tluc leisure ami 
amusement, and pure fo<Kl and drink, and dninkcniiess yvill soon dis¬ 
appear. While tiicrc are shims, yvhilc men have no jntre pleasure, while 
they are overworked, and untaught, and while the wealthy ilistillcr can 
offer his adiilterateil firc-yvalcr at every hand, it will lye ti.sclcss to preach 
tcm|ierancc. The late IXran of .MaiKhcs.ter. in England, siioke like z 
man of .sense when he said that if lie livcil in the slums he too yvuiilc 
take to drink. 

1)0 yon doubt me wlicii I say that it is the surroundings that makt 
the vices of the iieiqde?
